will have been destroyed and will resign as food administrator. 
There are many features of the food control bill not essential to the 
begfnaiag of the work of food control.

Barton, whose name is or should be 
In every American household, was In­ 
strum ental in organizing the Ameri­ 
can Red (Toss society In 1881, and 
was Its first president. 
The sign or 
flag of the Red Cross is the same in 
all countries—a red cross on a white 
background. • The flag was 
adopted 
and used in order to insure its fol­ 
lowers against attack on the battle­ 
fields ¿of the world.

It was in 1864. 
by 
international 
agreem ent, that the Red Cross work 
was internationalized and made neu­ 
tral on all battlefields, and ever since 
then, with the exception of the many 
times, when the Germans have vio­ 
lated this agreem ent any Red Cross 
worker has been safe anyw here they 
went on errands of mercy. The great 
forward step of neutralizing the Red 
Cross work was 
accomplished 
in

Our 
gov­ 
ernm ent had no part in this work, as 
our people were so busy with the civil 
war at that time. 
The flrst interna­ 
tional convention on Red Cross work 
was 
held 
In 
1863 
In 
Sw itzer­ 


land, and was attended by represen­ 
tative* of fourteen , Ration* 
This 
time also America had no representa­ 
tion, owing to the civil war,. 
Forty thousand dead and wounded 
soldiers lying on the hard fought 
battlefield of Solferino, was the In­ 
spiration for the firflt beginnings of 
the Rod Cross work, and the man 
who caught the divine inspiration was 
a Swiss, by the name of Henry Dun- 
ant. 
This was in 1869. 
How active 
and zealous Mr. Dgnant was is evinc­ 
ed by the fact that 
his Red Cross 
plans received the sanction of the 
civilized world within a few years af­ 
ter he began his work. 
America came late into the 
Red 
Cross work, but our work in It since 
1881 has attracted the favorable com­ 
ment and adm iration of the 
world. 
Especially has our Red Cross work in 
France and Belgium during our days 
of neutrality* In the world war, a t­ 
tracted favorable attention.

When a crowd of 300 persons that 
had gathered to see the Russian en­ 
voys they rushed the women and tore 
it down.
